100,000 Persons Depending or 

Taxicabs for Transportat 

After Walkout. 

SPRINGFIELD, III., Dec. 7 
‘AP).—Bus_ service stopped in 
Springfield early today, leaving 
thousands of war plant and other 
workers stranded temporarily on 
street corners, when 140 AFL bus 
drivers and maintenance men left 
their jobs in a wage dispute. 

Except for about 60 taxicabs, 
busses are the only means of pub- 
lic transportation in the city. Local 
bus service normally is available 
to about 100,000 persons. 

Carl Davis, president of the 
Springfield Transportation Co,, 
said drivers struck without notice 
shortly before 6 a. m. because a 
dispute involving about $2500 in 
back pay claims by about 50 for- 
mer employes had not been set- 
tled. It is now before the War 
Labor Board. Hundreds of work- 
ers at two Army supply depots 
and the Sangamon ordnance plant 
near Springfield were late to 
work,

WASHINGTON, Dec. 7 (AP).— 
Superfortresses attacked indus- 
trial objectives in Japanese-dom- 
inated Manchuria today, and the 
Japanese radio reported other 
B-29s had dropped incendiary 
bombs on Tokyo. 

A Twentieth Air 
munique said: 

“A large task force of B-29 air- 


craft of Maj. Gen. Lemay’s Twen- 
tieth Bomber Command continued 
the campaign against Japanese 
war production with a daylight 
attack today against important in- 
dustrial objectives in Japanese- 
dominated Manchuria. This an- 
nouncement was made at the War 
Department by Gen. H. H. Arnold 
in his capacity of Commanding 
General of the Twentieth Air 
Force. Further details will be an- 
nounced when additional informa- 
tion becomes available.“ 

The Twentieth Bomber Com- 
mand, which previously has raid- 
ed Manchuria as well as Japanese 
industries on the home island of 
Kyushu, is based in China. 

Japs Admit Damage. 

A Japanese broadcast said the 
Superfortresses hit the southern 
sector of Mnachuria between 10 
and 10:30 a. m. today. 

The Japanese claimed 15 Su- 
perfortresses were shot down, five 
of them “by body-crashes by the 
Japanese forces.” Damage was 
admitted in Mukden and the port 
of Dairen, both in southern Man- 
churia. The enemy broadcasts as- 
serted, as usual, that “damage on 
important installations was 
slight.”

3 DEAD, MORE THAN 50 HURT

Blaze Spreads Rapidly Through 
Building in Baltimore Where

QUAKE SHAKING 
WHOLE EARTH SIX 
HOURS RECORDED 


Shocks Indicated Near Japan 
So Violent They Went Off St. 
Louis U. Recording Sheet. 


An earthquake so violent it 
shook. the whole earth for six 
hours early today was recorded on 
five seismographs at the St. Louis 
University institute of geophysical 
technology, Rev. James B. Macel- 
wane, S. J., dean of the institute, 
reported. 

Epicenter of the earthquake was 
6775 miles from St. Louis, possibly 
in a northwesternly direction, 
Father Macelwane said, and it be- 
gan to record at 11:49 o’clock last 
night. The shocks were so violent 
the graph went off the recording 
sheet, he added. 

If the tremors were in the direc- 
tion indicated, Father Macelwane 
said, they would have centered in 
Southern Japan, possibly in the 
Inland sea and the island of Kyus- 
ku, which has been bombed re- 
cently by B-29s. An accurate de- 
duction as to direction is impos- 
sible because the initial shocks 
gave no sharp deflection to record 
on the seismographs. 

Similar recordings were made 
by seismologists in England and 
Switzerland, Associated Press dis- 
patches said.

People Ill, Starving After 
3 Weeks, but Utterly 
Lack Gratitude for U.S. 
Aid.

WITH THE NINETIETH 
DIVISION IN GERMANY, Dec. 
(delayed) (by radio).—In a 
mammoth cave running back 
from the reverse slope of a hill 
overlooking the Saar River I saw 
today one of the most unholy 
sights I have yet witnessed in 
this war. 

In this cave, where water con- 
tinually drips from the stones, I 
found 1700 German men, women 
and children who have not seen 
the light of day for more than 
three weeks. Now walking around 
with eyes slitted from so long a 
time in darkness, these filthy, 
wretched people wander like so 
many human bats about the sub- 


terranean corridors of what once 
was a vast mushroom factory. 


The air in the cave is foul and 
heavy, there are no sanitary fa- 
eilities and the general stench is 
accentuated by the barnyard odors 
of 90 cows, 68 goats, 11 horses 
and 30 or 40 chickens which these 
crazed Germans brought into this 


Right after noon today I set 
out in a jeep with First Lt. Wil 
liam C. Gilpin, Cleveland, O. 
leader of an intelligence and re 
connaissance platoon, who disco 
ered this cave and its population 
only a few days ago when the 
Ninetieth Division took this hill! 
from the Germans. As we wound 
our way up the corkscrew path 
to the mouth of the cave, Gilpin 
explained that while on recon- 
naissance near the top of the hill 
he discovered a thin column of 
steam coming out of some low 
bushes. He cautiously approached 
the bushes, pushed them aside 
and discovered that this steam, 
coming from a fissure in the rocky 
soil beneath the bushes, smelled 
of cooking. Puzzled, he and some 


answered neither “yes” nor “no.”

Nazis in Alsace Retreat 
Across Rhine as U. S. 
‘7th Army Moves With- 
‘ing 5 Miles of Colmar 
— Patrol Actions

PARIS, Dec. 7 (AP).—American 
Third Army tanks drove within 
three and a half miles of Saar- 
brucken today in a plunge to the 
outskirts of Forbach, French rail 
town and outpost of the Siegfried 
line, 

Artillery bombarded the “little 
Pittsburgh” of the coal and iron 
region for the eighth consecutive 
day, while infantrymen were clean- 
ing the Germans from the streets 
of Sarreguemines, French border 
town southeast of the Saar capital. 
Street fighting continued in Sear- 
lautern, second largest city of the 
Saar basin. 


The Americans extended their 
grip on the west bank of the Saar 
River to 22 miles. 

First Army Attack. 

‘Action flared up again on the 
northern part of the First Army 
front. Lt. Gen. Courtney H. 
Hodges’ men, who cleared Inden 
several daymago, advanced a tile 
and a half from Inden toward 
Pier, about midway between the 
Roer River titadels of Julich and 
Duren. Patrols reached Pier s out- 
‘skirts. In one brief skirmish 100 
Germans were captured. Further 
south, the First Army consolidated 
arid expanded holdings around the 
captured Hurtgen Forest village 
of Bergstein. 

The Ninth Army front remained 
inactive. 

North in Holland, German pa- 
trols crossed the Maas north of 
Venlo but the British beat them 
back in every effort to probe their 
lines. 

Yanks Near Colmar, 

United States Seventh Army 
troops captured Ostheim, five miles 
north of Colmar, last city in Ger- 
man hands in Alsace. The foe 
seemed to be evacuating the dis- 
trict. His men and trucks choked 
the Rhine bridge at nearby Neuf 
Breisach. 

The gap between the Seventh 
Army and the French First Army 
narrowed to a maximum of 23 
miles, but behind Allied lines many 
pockets of Germans were hiding 
in the snowy gorges and heights 
of the Vosges Mountains. 

In the open country gap be 
tween the Eifel Mountains and the 
Haguenau forest opposite the Ger- 
man palatinate, German resistance 
stiffened. The Germans held out 
doggedly in Haguenau, a town 
with a population of 19,500, to 
protect ammunition and dumps. 
They tried to retain Mertzwiller, 
six miles northwest of Haguenau, 
with strong artillery defense—600 
rounds in an hour. , 


Saar Bridgeheads. 

The hard-hitting Third Army 
Was expanding its three bridge- 
heads over the Saar, which flows, 
just west of the ‘Siegfried line de- 
fenses. Texans of the Ninetieth 
Division which won a bridgehead 
two miles north of Saarlautern 
fought in the streets of Dillengen 
in the hills that rise steeply from 
the banks of the river, navigable 
all the 75 miles from the Moselle 
to Saareguemines, where it has 
a connection with the Rhine 
Marne canal. 

American troops reached the 
west bank of the Saar near the 
German town of Wehrden, about 
six miles south of Saarlautern. 

With virtually all Sarreguemines 
cleared, the Germans were with- 
drawing northward toward the 
Saarland under artillery fire. They 
blew up five bridges in Sarregue- 
mines. 

There was no report that the 
Thirty-fifth Infantry Division, 
which had taken the two-thirds 
of Sarreguemines which lies on 
the west bank of the Saar by 
nightfall yesterday, had crossed 
the river, byt other divisions to 
the southeast in Lorraine were 
well past the stream. The Thirty- 
fifth contains many Missourians.

Soviet Tank Re

LONDON, Dec. 7 (AP).—The 
Berlin radio reported today that 
the Russians, employing fresh 
tank forces northeast of Budapest, 
had breached the German line in a 
northwesterly direction in a pow- 


erful offensive closing in on the 
Hungarian capital from three 
sides. Far to the southwest, 
Soviet vanguards sweeping around 
lower Lake Balaton were within 
35 miles of the Austrian frontier. 

Perhaps the gravest threat to 
Budapest came from spearheads 
of Marshal Feodor I. Tolbukhin's 
Third Ukrainian Army driving up 
the west bank of the Danube from 
the south. 

The Germans said they had 
abandoned Ercsi, 13 miles below 
Budapest, in the face of the tide 
of Russian armor which a Mos- 
cow communique announced 
gained up to 16 miles yesterday 
and overran 50 places, including 
Racalmas, 28 miles south of the 
Hungarian capital. 

Junction of Armies Likely. 

Units of Marshal Rodion . 
Malinovsky'’s Second Ukrainian 
Army are entrenched on Csepel, 
the island that splits the Danube 
for 30 miles south of Budapest, 
with advance positions only six 
miles from the city’s outskirts. 
Racalmas is only four miles from 
the southern tip of the island and 
a junction of the two Russian 
armies appeared imminent. 

There was no confirmation, how- 
ever, of German reports that 
Soviet troops from Csepel had es- 
tablished a bridgehead on the west 
bank of the Danube just below 
zudapest. 

Sarboward, 43 miles southwest of 
Budapest and the biggest town on 
the railroad between the capital 
and captured Kaposvar, fell to 
Tolbukhin’s forces. Hercegefalva, 
another large town nine miles 
northeast or Sarbogard, also 
was seized. 

The Soviet communique made 
no mention of the German re- 
ports of a renewed thrust from 
north of Budapest, where Red 
troops were reported plunging 
‘own from captured Hatvan, or 
‘rom the Eastern Budapest sub- 
irbe where the Russians have 
been checked for some time. 

Drive Toward Austria. 

Front dispatches to Moscow re- 
ported the farthermost advance 
toward the Austrian frontier. The 
communique announced the cap- 
ture of Balaton-Bereny, 42 miles 
from the Austrian frontier, and 
said that the entire 50-mile 
southern shore of the lake was in 
Russian hands. 

On a 46-mile front in the cor- 
ridor between Lake Balaton and 
the northern Yugoslavian border 
Tolbukhin’s forces captured 40 
places. registering gains of more 
than 12 miles. These units struck 
southwest from Szigetvar, taken 
Tuesday, and captured Darany, 
only six miles from Bares, a 
crossing on the Draja River. 

Dispatches from Moscow said 
reserves arriving from Vienna 
were stiffening German resistance 
in the area west of the northern. 
end of Lake Balaton. Soviet troops, 
however, developed steadily a wide 
encircling movement on Budapest 
which menaced the communica- 
tions junction of Szekesfehervar, 
on the main road between Lake 
Balaton and the capital. 

Russians and units of Marshal 
Josip (Tito) Broz's Partisans 
fight.ng through Northern Yugo- 
Slavia captured the highway and 
rail junction of Sid, 62 miles 
northwest of Belgrade, as well as 
14 other places in the same area. 

The Soviet command said 2375 
prisoners were taken in vyester- 
days fighting along the Eastern 
Front and 2000 Germans and Hun- 
garians were killed. 


GEN. ROMULO TELLS HOUSE 
HOLD IN PHILIPPINES IS SECURE 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 7 (AP).— 
Bringing to Congress a first-hand 
report on the invasion of Leyte, 
Brig. Gen. Carlos P. Romulo told 
the House today the United States’ 
hold in the Philippines is secure. 

The fiery Filipino, who flew 
back to Washington to make his 
report on the third anniversary of 
the Jap attack on Pearl Harbor, 
sits as a member of the House 
as Resident Commissioner of the 
Philippines.

He said British action in Greece 
did not constitute intervention 
but was “help toward the realiza- 
tion of President Roosevelt’s great 
principle of the four freedoms.” 

“It would be intervention in a 
state which was free and function- 
ing, but when a people has not 
yet acquired political freedom and 
is held by armed violence by a 
political minority it is not inter- 
vention but liberation.” 

Planes Rald Greeks in Park. 

The R. A. F. planes were sent 
into action after the resisting 
Greek forces failed to heed an 
ultimatum, issued by Gen. Seobie, 
which expired at midnight.

GEN. MacARTHUR’S HEAD- 
QUARTERS, Philippines, Dec. 7 
(AP). — Increased fighting on 
Leyte with the Americans making 


substantial advances on all fronts 


was reported today in Gen. Doug- 
las MacArthur’s communique, 
while a delayed front line dispatch 
disclosed that the Seventh Cav- 
alry Division had attacked Japa- 
nese positions within 10 miles of 
Ormoc in a daring amphibious 
thrust south of that Japanese sup- 
ply port. 

Regarding Ormoc itself, Mac- 
Arthur’s communique said the 
enemy’s line of reinforcements by 
water through Ormoc Bay has 
been cut by our naval and air 
forces, ‘and with the increasing 
pressure of our ground troops the 
enemy’s situation must be re- 
garded as serious.” 

Details of the amphibious thrust 
south of Ormoc were given in a 
delayed dispatch of Dec. 4 (United 
States time) by Al Dopking, Asso- 
ciated Press correspondent. 

125-Mile Surprise Thrust, 

Dopking said the cavalrymen, 
riding heavily armed amphibious 
tractors, came around the south- 
ern horn of Leyte on a more than 
125-mile three-day trip, the long- 
est ever made by such vehicles 
under their own power. They 
knifed into Japanese positions at 
Tabgas and adjoining Balogo vil- 
lage. 

Lt. Col. O’Neill K. Kane of Jop- 
lin, Mo., commander of the force, 
said the Japanese were caught 
completely off guard and his men 
drew only meager mortar and ma- 
chine-gun fire. Some Yanks re- 
ported seeing Japanese in full 
flight. 

Meanwhile, other forces of the 
Seventh Division were breaching 
the Japanese line at Palanas, two 
miles farther south — a position 
outflanked by the amphibious 
thrust. 

Dopking’s dispatch, however, 
did not make it clear whether the 
amphibious operation was still go- 
ing on or if it were only a raid to 
throw the Japanese off balance. 

Jap Tank Attack Repulsed. 

MacArthur reported that to the 
north in the Ormoc corridor, key 
to the battle for Leyte Island, the 
veteran Tenth United States 
Army Corps, pushing down from 
Carigara Bay, continued to apply 
pressure below Limon, throwing 
back a Japanese tank attack. 

The air arm dealt blows from 
the Philippines to Timor, Fight- 
ers attacked enemy defenses at 
Kananga, six miles north of Va- 
lencia on the Ormoc road on Ley- 
te, destroying supply dumps and 
buildings, strafing bivouac areas 
and damaging road facilities. 

Three 1000-ton. Japanese freight- 
ers were sunk, one off Bondoc 
peninsula in Southern Luzon, one 
off Bohol Island in the Philippine 
archipelago, and a third off the 
north coast of Flores, between 
Timor and Java in The Nether- 
lands East Indies. 

Ten enemy planes attacked 
American shipping in Leyte Gulf 
Tuesday, and American fighters 
shot down six. Two others were 
destroyed by antiaircraft fire. The 
communique said “we sustained 
some damage.” 

(The Tokyo radio asserted an 
American battleship, a _ cruiser, 
five transports and an unidenti- 
fied warship were sunk. There 
was no Allied confirmation of the 
claim.) 

United States bombers and 
fighters raked enemy airfields 
from the main island of Luzon 
south to Mindanao with more than 
100 tons of bombs. 

In one attack, on Dumaguete 
nirdrome on the south coast of 
Negros Island below Leyte, 56 
tons of bombs were dropped with- 
out opposition. Two of the Amer- 
ican bombers were lost in an air 
collision, the communique said. 

Hitting at Fabrica on the north 
coast of Negros, American fight- 
ers destroyed five of 11 intercept- 
ing Japanese planes. 


Japs Report Paratroop Raid on 
U. S. Airfields on Leyte. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 7 (AP).

Authoritative quarters said that 
the refusal of the government to 
enter into a formal: coalition 
agreement did not mean that the 
Communists or other political ele- 
ments outside the Kuomintang 
(Chinese national party) would be 
excluded from participation in the 
government. 

Chou, whose plane previously 
turned back to Chungking on four 
separate occasions because of bad 
weather, carried with him the 
Chungking government’s propos- 
als for a settlement of the Com- 
munist-Kuomintang deadlock, for 
consideration of the Communist 
leaders in Yenan. Terms of these 
proposals were not announced.

Over Roofs to Renew Battle 
With British.

‘ATHENS, Dec. 7. — British 
troops, supported by repeated 
strafing-fire on the center of the 
city, continued to hold the heart 
of the Greek capital this morn- 
ing, but they were being chal- 
lenged by numerous snipers who 
had infiltrated during the night 
over rooftops. As this is being 
written, multi-gunnered Spitfires, 
and what appear to be Beaufight- 
ers, are shaking my building with 
close-in fire. 

Tanks, supported by British 
squads, have been active since 
daylight cleaning out again the 
same buildings which they cleaned 
out yesterday afternoon, more 
republican snipers having re-infil- 
trated during the night. 

Non-Communist former Finance 
Minister Alexander Svolos was re- 
ported today to have visited Brit- 
ish Gen. Ronald Scobie to whom 
he submitted the conditions of 
E. A. M., apparently including its 
Communist wing, for “surrender. 
The negotiations ended when 
Scobie pointed out that his orders 
were®to obtain unconditional sur- 
render. 

The working class in the suburb 
of Kaisariani has yielded, but an- 
other refugee quarter, Pangpati 
continued the resistance. This was 
the reason for the strafings by 
‘Spitfires and Beaufighters.

Yellow flares dropped from planes 
to examine the streets for mem- 
bers of the E. L. A. S. illuminated 
the whole city in an eerie light. 

Firing Continuous. 

Firing has been without inter- 
ruption for more than two min- 
utes. A lend-lease Sherman tank 
thumped its way through a re- 
publican concentration near the 
all-marble stadium for about an 
hour, with every shell shaking the 
city’s center. 

Greek police are conspicuously 
absent as the situatlon grows 
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sharper. It is evident that the 


rifles and ammunition captured 
by the E. L. A. S. have neither 
planes nor tanks, but their sniper 
power is undiminished. Ground 
machine-gunning is loud enough 
to drown a knock at the door. 

Its dream of internal freedom 
broken, Greece moves deeper into 
the coils-of civil war. Armor and 
superior firepower have given the 
British infantry and planes the 
upper hand in the immediate cen- 
ter ef the embattled city. The 
entire country is waiting the out- 
come of the now five-day- old bat- 
tle for the capital. 

Hunted from every haunt in the 
city, E. A. M. party leaders have 
disappeared.

Prisoners Reported Beaten. 

The peculiar legal -situation in 
which the British have placed 
themselves was clarified for me 
last night by a high-ranking of- 
ficer.

Scobie’s forces were supporting 
the “Greek Constitutional Gov- 
ernment,” meaning that of Pre- 
mier George Papandreou, it was 
necessary that all prisoners be 
turned over to the Greek police. 
Some 3000 prisoners are estimated 
to have been taken in the fight- 
ing or to have voluntarily sur- 
rendered. 

Several Americans have cor- 
roborated assertions that the po- 
lice were severely beating prison- 
ers. Donald Risch, Appleton, Minn., 
United States Government. publici- 
ty agent, stated: 

“IT saw one policeman holding 
a prisoner while another beat him 
with all his force.” In another 
place, where police were beating 
prisoners, a member of the Rus- 
sian military mission took photo- 
graphs. 

The situation.may be judged by 
the, fact that two heavy explosions 
occurred while the above sentence 
was being written. I am writing 
in an empty lower room of the 
Hotel Grande Bretagne where all 
members of Papandreou’s cabinet 
are in refuge behind a phalanx of 
lend-lease tanks. 

Meanwhile, relief work for 
Greece has been halted. How the 
people can pass more foodless days 
is not clear. As I flew in from 
Italy yesterday with the latest 
load of pamphlets for airplane dis- 
tribution over Greece, I could see 
that all food freighters had been 
withdrawn from Piraeus Harbor.

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British Follow Up Heavy

Centers Bombed. 


LONDON, Dec. 7 (AP).—British 
‘bombers attacked Germany’s prize 
synthetic oil plant at Merseburg 
and two railyards with 7000 tons 


of bombs last night just a few 
hours after 1600 American bomb- 
ers and fighters raided the oil 
plant and another rail center in 
daylight. 

Other Royal Air Force planes 
bombed Berlin—the 172nd night 
raid on the Nazi capital since the 
war. 

The Merseburg attack was the 
eighteenth heavy bombing of the 
Leuna refinery which once con- 
tributed 50,000 tons of oil a month 
to the Nazi war machine. 

The rail targets in the British 
raid were at Osnabruck and Gies- 
sen. American Liberators earlier 
had smashed those at Bielefeld. 

Sharp battles between the Brit- 
ish fighter escort and German in- 
terceptors were reported, particu- 
larly around Merseburg. Twenty- 
one British planes were lost and 
at least 17 enemy craft were de- 
stroyed, an Air Ministry communi- 
que said. ; 

The Luftwaffe stuck to the 
ground during daylight yesterday 
and American losses were limited 
to four bombers and two fighters 
knocked down by German antiair- 
craft fire. Three thousand tons of 
bombs were dropped on the Leuna 
refinery. 

The heavy night assault kept 
the Reich reverberating with 
bomb blasts for 72 straight hours. 

Approximately 14,000 bombers 
and fighters have participated in 
co-ordinated attacks from bases 
in Britain, Belgium and France 
since Monday. 


Italy-Based U. S. Planes Open 
Round the-Clock Attacks. 
ROME, Dec. 7 (AP). The 
round-the-clock striking power ot 
Italy-based ‘American planes, 
which has been in the making for 
months, was unleashed yesterday 
for the first time with attacks on 
targets in five different countries.

Plastic Two-Millionths of 
Inch Thick for Making Elec- 


tron Microscope Pictures. 


SCHENECTADY, N. Y., Dec. 7 
AP).—The thinnest thing ever 

ade by man, a sheet of plastic 
two-millionths of an inch, or about 
10 atoms, thick, was announced 
by the General Electric Co. yes- 
terday. 

The film will be used in making 
electron microscope pictures, 
where magnifications run up to 
50,000 diameters. 

The film is placed on the surface 
of polished metal. When peeled 
off, the film is a faithful copy of 
all the uneven contours, holes and 
other structures forming the face 
of the metal. This metal face 
ordinarily cannot be seen by an 
electron microscope, whose rays 
shine through an object the same

The electron microscope looks at 
and through one of these squares, 
although a square is only two 
thousandths of an inch in diam- 
eter.

ALL GASOLINE RATION. STAMPS

WASHINGTON, Dec. 7 (AP).— 
Hereafter all gasoline ration cou- 
pons accepted by dealers will be 
checked for validity. Announcing 
this yesterday, the Office of Price 
Administration said that up to 
now the check had been on a 
“spot” basis, with only a certain 
percentage of stamps examined in 
each area. 

While all counterfeit or other- 
wise invalid stamps will be debited 
against the account of dealers re- 
ceiving them, the margin of er- 
ror” provision recently announced 
is continued. 

This provision recognizes that 
despite precautions dealers may 
accept some invalid coupons. It 
allows credit for these to the ex- 
tent of 1 per cent of.each month’s 
volume of business, except in cases 
where there ig evidence of illegal 
operation.

Rising Danger Signs in 
Balkans, Poland Bring

WASHINGTON, Dec. 7 (AP).—

The third anniversary of Pearl 
Harbor is marked by political dis- 
putes with Britain, the latest of 


which is just developing over Italy 
and Greece, and lack of certainty 
about Russia’s future course in 
Thus the American. peo- 
ple and government face.a critical 
question: Can the Allies remain 
unified in peace as in war? 

A decisive answer may be had 
within three months, after Pres- 
ident Roosevelt meets with Pre- 
mier-Marshal Stalin and Prime 
Minister Churchill. The main ob- 
jective of the meeting will be to 
work out common policies on just 
such issues as political freedom 
in Europe and the exact role of 
the great powers in the proposed 
security organization. 
| All leaders here agree, in look- 
ing back over the last 36 months, 
that it was a common purpose —- 
to batter the enemy into uncon- 
ditional surrender— which made 
possible the advances toward vic- 
tory achieved in Europe and the 
Pacific. 


Two Dark Spots. 


There are but two dark spots on 
military maps now. One is the 
‘rave weakness of China and the 
other is the lack of a major offen- 
zive by Russia on Germany's east- 
ern front to match the Anglo- 
American-Allied assault in the 
west. But a Russian winter offen- 
sive is expected shortly, and there 
are signs of improvement in 
China, although little can be done 
about one basic trouble, lack of 
supplies. 

Everywhere the war has moved 
a long way from the days when 
the Japanese navy menaced 
Alaska and the Pacific Northwest 
and the Afrika Corps of Marshal 
Erwin Rommel threatened to cut 
the British Empire at Suez and 
to link the Axis through India. 

The Pacific war is now many 
months ahead of the schedules 
then laid down. Victory over Ja- 
pan by mid-1946 seems probable to 
military authorities here, who once 
talked of 1947-48. The Japanese 
fleet is crippled; only the Japa- 
nese Army remains to be met in 
mass. Unprecedented production 
in the United States has put the 
greatest amphibious forces in his- 
tory into the Pacific. 

The war in Europe is obviously 
behind the long-range schedules.

“We of the Treasury feel sure 
that the ultimate answer of the 
people will overwhelmingly con- 
vince our enemies that the people 
of this nation will pursue them 
with dollars ag relentlessly as our 
fighting men pursue and destroy 
them on the battlefronts. | 

“It is not enough that the Sixth | 
War Loan’s 14 billion dollars be 
raised. Merely meeting the goal 
does not necessarily carry with it 
an expression of determination on 
the part of every man, woman and | 
child, unless it represents the pur- 
chase of war bonds to the full 
extent of everybody’s ability. 

“The American people will give 
their answer, I am sure, by ex- 
ceeding the individual quota in 
this drive. As we have done in 
the past, American citizens will, 
I am confident, again achieve the 
goal which has been set for them.” 

With the bulk of corporations’ 
available cash already invested in 
the Sixth War Loan, the total sales 
figure stood today at $13,105,000,- 
000, less than a billion short of the 
14-billion over-all quota. 

Sales to corporations totaled 
$10,463,000,000. Individual sales 
were $2,642,000,000, slightly more 
than half the individuals’ quota of 
five billions. The 27-day drive 
ends Dec. 16.

This policy of non-interference | 


is applied equally to British pol- 
icy as it has recentig been mani- 
fested in Italy and Greece, andto 
Communism in so far as it may 
operate as an arm of Russian for- 
eign policy. 

Noninterference Policy. 


Briefly, it may be said that 
Washington hopes America’s great 
European allies will refrain from | 
seeking to control the affairs of 
the smaller countries of Europe, 
will allow new forces to come into 
play and then, through the me- 
dium of the United Nations, seek 
to so organize world peace that 
those forces may contribute to se- 
curing it. 

This approach is one of the un- 
derlying causes for the issuance 
Tuesday of a public declaration by 
the State Department that, spe- 
cifically in the case of Italy, the 
United States favors allowing the 
people to work out their own prob- 
lems except where the Allies abso- 
lutely must interfere in order to 
promote the defeat of Germany. 


The pattern of change is already 
apparent in Greeve, Italy and Bel- 
gium. It is present but less ap- 
parent in France because Gen. 
Charles De Gaulle has been ex- 
tremely sensitive to the demands 
and aspirations of former re- 
sistance ledders and others. These 
man who lived through the period 
of German occupation came out 
with a determination that the 
Europe of the future shall be dif- 
ferent in many respects from the 
Europe of the past. 


Fear New World Outbreak.

While these processes are going 
on in the countries which have 
known war during the kast five 
years, there is considerable specu- 
lation here over what may happen 
in the neutral countries, Spain, 
Portugal, Switzerland and Sweden. 

The theory is that they may 
have to undergo some changes 
themselves at least in tap govern- 
mental personnel, during coming 
months, in order to adjust to*the 
new Europe in which they will 
find themselves. Such changes 
may be least in Sweden but may 
reach the proportion of a revolu- 
tion in Spain.

ROER DRIVE ACHIEVING AIM 


By JAMES M. LONG 


PARIS, Dec. 7 (AP). 

„ EN. DWIGHT D. EISEN- 
HOWER’S great winter offen- 
sive is behind the schedule of 

advance which had been hoped for 
in the key sector as it nears the 
end of its first month. But by 
that very fact it is All the more 
sure of accomplishing its strategic 
purpose—a single, final and clear- 
cut victory. 

This mo sound contradictory 
but here is the explanation: 

The place where the pace of the 
advance has lagged behind the 
estimates is the hot i a of the en- 
tire battleline—the Cologne plain, 
where two American armies still 
are battering at the Roer River 
barrier, one-third of the way to 
the Rhine from the border. 

Eisewhere, there is every reason 
to suppose the Allied breaching of 
the Saar River line and steady 
widening of the hold along the 
west bank of the Rhine in Alsace 
has kept pace with the highest 
hopes of the planners. 


Aim Is to End War. 

For appraisal of this great and 
still increasing offensive it must 
be borne in mind that it came 
from the same planning table as 
the victory in Normandy. Its 
primary purpose is not a yard-by- 
yard or mile-by-mile seizure of 
German soil but the utter, com- 
plete and final destructions of ‘the 
German Army and German fight- 


in wer. 

Por that death blow it was 
necessary first of all to engage the 
German Army — to create an of- 
fensive threat so terrific that the 
issue could not be avoided — to 
commit the Wehrmacht to the 
last ounce of blood in a battle 
from which, once committed, it 
could not be withdrawn. 

Up to the hour when Lt. Gen. 
George 8. Patton struck the first 
blow of what became a six-army 
offensive there was no way of 
foreseeing whether this strategy 
would be successful. Now, clearly, 
it has been. 

Germany still has reserves, but 
they are limited. These replace- 


ments are unable to ‘keep apace 
of the attrition rate of 9000 dead 
or long-term casudities per day. 

The death battle ‘the Germans 
are putting up on the Roer line 
gives tthe clearest evidence of all 
by its very stiffness and intensity 
that the German Army has been 
plunged into the hilt. 5 . 
Nazis Not Withdrawing. 

Had the Allies been able to 
smash forward two or three miles 
a day it would have been a sign 
the Wehrmacht was either only 
partly committed or was openly 
withdrawing. 

American armies would have 
been on the Rhine by now, per- 
haps at Cologne or Dusseldorf, 
but they would have had that 
great water barrier to cross, with 
the Wehrmacht still in front of 
them, on its feet and fighting. 

There also have been factors in 
the slow progress quite beyond 
German resistance. The weather 
was expected to be bad. But it has 
been worse than that. Mud was 
expected, but hardly day after day 
of rain which turned the front 
into a quagmire and tiny streams 
into raging floodbelts. 

Without these, even with the 
best the Germans would have put 
into battle, it seems reasonable to 
suppose the Allies might now be 
well beyond fhe Roer and perhaps 
closing up to the next and smaller 
stream, the Erft. 

But in the over all picture the 
Widhrmacht is no better off for 
all this weather handicap. For 
the force thrown into the fight 
for the Cologne plain has sapped 
the rest of the line. The results 
speak for themselves—the winter 
break-through of the Belfort Gap 
and the snow-crowned Vosges; the 
cracking of the ‘Saar line which 
let Patton into the industrial Saar 
region. 

Sooner or later —and the force 
of the assault suggests the de- 
cision must come soon—Field Mar- 
shal von Rundstedt must choose 
between holding the Cologne plain 
or plugging other vital invasion 
gates to the central Reich.

Our Next Move for Democracy 

Secretary of State Stettinius will find sup- 
port for going further than he has yet gone in 
behalf of the policy of political self-determina- 
tion: In invoking it for Italy, he implied it for 
Greece also, for, in the words of the State De- 
partment’s statement, it would apply to an 
even more pronounced degree” to liberated 
countries. Yet the exigency of the situation 
calis for the department to apply the policy to 
Greece in so: many plain words, and to use all 


its powers of persuasion to bring Prime Min- 


ister Churchill round to it. 

Secretary Eden’s stubborn, thrice- repeated 
adherence to mistaken policy in his appearance 
in Parlſament yesterday, and Mr. Churenſil's 
adamant stand the day before, show how 
strongly their Government is determined to 
pursue the tactics of political domination. 

Nevertheless, Mr: Churchill and Mr. Eden 
are in the wrong. They are as much wrong 
as our own Government was wrong in the 
Darlan affair of North Africa. If the British 
had firmly called our hand then for presump- 


tuously committing them to an ugly policy 


without consulting them, perhaps the principle 
of joint diplomatic action would have been es- 
tablished by the three leading Allies, and we 
should not. need. now to take a firm position 
toward Ehgland for committing us to an ugly 
policy: without consulting us. 

The loss which British diplomatic prestige has 
suffered because of the Churchill’s and Eden’s 
blunders in Raly and Greece may not become 
fully apparent for some time, but it is un- 
doubtedly tremendous. 

Britain has lost diplomatic prestige in Italy, 
whose liberal leaders now think of overriding 
Etien’s veto of Count Carlo Sforza by making 
him either Premier or Foreign Minister. 

Britain has lost diplomatic prestige in 
Greece, where even Churchill’s monarchist, 
King George II’s man, Papandreou, has recog- 
nized the untenableness of the British stand 
by asking the Liberal leader, Sophoulgs, to 
form a government. The British have now put 
themselves in the unhappy position of fighting 
on the monarehist side of a Greek civil war. 

Britain has lost diplomatic prestige in Yugo- 
slavia, whose Marshal Josip (Tito) Broz eneour- 
aged the Greek leftist demonstration. These 
developments cannot but set off repercussions 
throughout the Balkans. 

Most important of all, Britain has lost diplo- 
matic prestige with Russia, and stimulated 
rapprochement between Russia and the United 
States, forfeiting what claim it had built up to 
act as a bridge between these two countries. 

Britain can regain the lost prestige only by 
reversing the anti-democratic policy which 
Churchill and Eden have invoked so disastrously 
in Italy and Greece. 

And then—does it need to be said? Do not 
events say it eloquently enough for themselves? 
Britain, Russia and the United States, in order 
to maintain harmony, must renounce precipt- 
tate unilateral actions, and dedicate themselves 
to mutual consui¥ation and united decision.

Perhaps it is in the nature of things that 
an executive must stand by his immediate 
“family” of first lieutenants, as long as he 
leaves them in positions of responsibility 
and: trust and is therefore prepared to 
share any @Gsesteem as well as honor with 
them. 

This may explain why President Roose- 
velt felt it necessary, in the interests of 
discipline and “face,” to remove Assistant 
Attorney General Norman Littell from At- 
torney General Biddle’s staff, regardless of 
the merits of the case that has turned that 
department into a chaos of mistrust and 
recrimination. 

The Public’s Right 

The fact remains that the Ameriean pub 
lic has a right to know what goes on here, 
and to expect something more than the 
mere label “insubordination” if there is 
even a moderate amount of truth in the 
accusations that Littell has been making. 

It has seemed pretty obvious to impartial 
investigators for a long time that what As- 
sistant Attorney General Littell has been 
trying to uncover, in the course of his rows 
with Mr. Biddle, has needed a good deal 
more of executive attention than it has got. 

Primarily, the whole matter traces to the 
at least malodorous, even if not sinister, 
influence in the letting of Government con- 
tracts of “Tommy” Corcoran, formerly a 
high insider in the New Deal family who 
works only among the uppermost brackets. 

Littell, despite obstructions thrown in his 
path by his immediate superior and others 
high in Government, has hammered away 
at a number of deals in which Corcoran 
was involved and had to do with very large 
sums of money. 


Corcoran in the Middle 


These investigations and prosecutions by 
Mr. Littell have got almost nowhere, al- 
though each time they could not help but 
whet the appetite of any curious observer 
for more information, And each time, Lob- 
byist Corcoran proved to be right in the 
middie of things, even for a while operat- 
ing out of the office of the Attorney Gen- 
eral himself. 


Now it might prove, upon unprejudiced 
inquiry, that, even though Corcoran had 
made a lot of money from hig flittings 
about within the New Deal hierarchy, he 
has actually done nothing strictly illegal. 
We don’t pretend to know. 

But the facility with which he has suc- 
ceeded in squelching inquiries into some 
very large operations in which he has been 
interested suggests that it is time for some- 
body to take the bull by the horns and find 
out what all this finagting is about. 

Despite the fact that some of these things 
have come to the attention of very impor- 
tant executive and legislative bodies, such 
as the Truman committee, the now re 
moved Assistant Attorney General Littell 
is the only important person so far who 
has had the cour@ge to talk back to the 
high administration voices who seem to 
want to hush the whole thing. 


High Time for Protest 


Having been removed from the Justice 
Department, Mr. Littell obviously is now 
pretty much out of the picture. Maybe he 
needed to be removed from the department 
for other reasons. He was certainly “in- 
subordinate,” but a lot of people feel that 
it was high time somebody was insubordi- 
nate about this messy affair. 

Since the President has assumed the re- 
sponsibility for nullifying the only official 
influence pressing for clarification of some 
of these questionable deals, it strikes us 
that he also assumes the responsibility for 
letting the public know at long last exactly 
what the source of all this thick black 
smoke is. 

The American people admire the trait of 
loyalty to one’s friends and co-workers 
(and Cabinet members), but the vital pub- 
lic interest in clean and decent Government 
transcends even this sentimentality. 

Mr. Littell’s accusations are now public 
property. They are much too serious to 
wave aside on the mere ground that they 
constitute “insubordination.” They are 
either true or they are untrue. Which? 

If the executive department will do noth- 
ing to clarify this, the legislative depart- 
ment had better.

Aspirations of the Negro 
Are Topic of Symposium 


“What the Negro Wants,” Edited by Rayford . 
Logan. (University of North Carolina Press, 
Chapel Hill, N. C.) 

Fourteen of our nation’s leading Negroes 
here present the definitive answer to a big 
question of the day: “What DOES the Ne- 
gro really want?” 

If read from cover to cover, the book will 
allay the “black herrings” spread by the 
uninformed about the Negro’s aspirations. 
These 14 who speak for the silent millions 
of their race realize the danger of a whis- 
pering campaign, and speak out forthright- 


ly upon what the Negro seeks. 


Without exception, they agree upon what 
the Negro in America wants. They agree 
also that the rights he wants bring with 
them obligations. The American Negro, 
then, wants no more, no less than the 
white American wants—full participation 
in American democracy: 

Equality of opportunity. 

Equal pay for equal work. 

Equal protection of the laws. 

Equality of suffrage. 

Equal recognition of the dignity of the 
human being. 

Abolition of public segregation. 

* * 


However, Gordon B. Hancock, professor 
of economics’ and sociology at Virginia 
Union University, is impatient with the 
deluge of recent books aimed at an under- 
standing of the Negro. He writes: “Com- 
mon sense tells us that We have had 
enough surveys on the Negro and that the 
time has come for some action—urgent 
action.” 

It is just here that there is a diversity of 
opinion—on the means of attainment. This 
confusion of leadership and lack of eon- 
certed action is the weakness of the Negro 
program. Some adopt the “static ap- 
proach,” hoping that time will solve the 
problem. One organization, the National 
Association for the Advancement of Col- 
ored People, is working through legislation 
to ameliorate the plight of the Negro. 

The March-on-Washington Movement, or- 
ganized by A. Philip Randolph, president 
of the Brotherhood of Sleeping Car Por- 
ters, concentrates principally on economic 
action; working for recognition for Negro 
labor. Its members have taken a lesson 
from Gandhi, and advocate what they call 
“non-violent good-will action”; for instance, 
a one-day boycott of Jim Crow busses and 
street cars, a refusal to send children to a 
Jim Crow school on a certain day, etc. 


Heeding H. G. Wells’ statement that 
“there is a race between education and 
catastrophe,” other authors urge a revision 
show the part the Negro 
has played in American history. They also 
frantically urge re-education in race rela- 
tions for both white and colored. 

The Negro was in America, in many in- 
stances as a free man, long before many 
of the white people's ancestors were. His 
roots are deep in American soil; he knows 
no other culture than American culture. 
Now he asks, as he has always asked, as 
yet without bitterness, for his just share of 
that American heritage. HELEN CAIN.

The fundamental truth is, I be- 
lieve, that the standard of judg- 
we apply to our civilian 
agencies is so much softer than 
that which our military leaders 
have set for themselves and for 
their subordinates. 

The United States could never 
have become the great military 
power it now is if Gen. Marshall 
and Adm. King had continued 
to use men whom they knew to 
be inadequate, if they had not re- 
placed men quickly who were not 
equal to their responsibility. 

They, too, have had to deal in 
a hard way with old friends. They, 
too. have had to overcome politi- 
cal pressure and the vested rights 
of men well intrenched in their 
jobs. But never would they have 
made the United States a great 
military power if they had been 
as unwilling as the civilian lead- 
ers to exercise their authority 
sternly 


Sternness Is Necessary. 


The need for sternness is, of 
course, more immediately evident 
in the fighting services. There the 
failure of a commander has soon 
to be paid for in lives and in 
treasure. wrereas in the civilian 
services the consequences of in- 
adequacy and of failure are less 
self-evident. 

Gen. Eisenhower could not af- 
ford to make a botch of his mili- 
tary relations with our allies; he 
would have paid for it on the bat- 
tlefields. But if, by a failure of 
our information services, we make 
a botch of our political relations, 
failing to understand what is go- 
ing om among our allies or to 
make clear to them where we 
Stand ahd what we mean, the re- 
sult is likely to be not a remedy 


back in Washington there is noth- 


Chiefs of Staff. There is, in other 
words, no War Cabinet to which 
all great matters are submitted 
and from which there is promul- 
gated the policy of the United 
States, as distinct from the policy 
of Elmer Davis or Mr. Morgen- 
thau or Adm.

There is lacking a central con- 
trolling brain.

As this does not exist, our repre- 
sentatives abroad are not in- 
structed and informed about the 
policies of the Government they 
represent, 

Unable to speak with sufficient 
authority about American policy, 
they do not, except in the rare 
cases where a single individual 
has personal and extra-officia! 
connections, have genuine access 
to the foreigners with whom they 
are supposed to deal, 

Because our representatives 
abroad are very badly informed 
about Washington and the United 
States, they cannot hope systemat- 
ically and continually to keep 
Washington properly informed 
about Europe. 


Barrier to Fact Finding. 


We must not be surprised, there- 
fore, if at the very time when 
the material power of the United 
States is a determining influence 
in Western Europe, our political 
influence is diminishing. It is 
diminishing, not because Europe 
seeks to exclude our influence, 
but because we lack the personnel, 
the teamwork, and the organized 
and co-ordinated capacity to exer- 
cise our proper influence,

Modest Beginning at the Air Conference 


| FTER six weeks of intensive 


CHICAGO. 
effort, the delegates to the Inter- 


national Air Conference are stopping somewhat short of perfec- 


tion. In fact, those who had 


hoped this meeting would set the 


pattern for future agreements in other commercial fields are depart- 
ing not satisfied, and yet not altogether disillusioned. 


The plain truth is that no great 


power would have been willing 


to go much further than what 
has finally been agreed upon 
here. National rivalries seem al- 
most as acute as they were 25 


years ago. 
One Good Contribution. 
Yet those who have taken the 


lead at the Chicago conference 


say that it has made one basic 
and far-reaching contribution. It 
has opened the air to the free 
passage of traffic, just as three 
centuries ago the seas were 
opened to the free movement of 
vessels. of every nation. 


Moreover, no nation — by the 
fact of its strategic geographical 
position — can block the passage 
of an international airline. The 
right to safe transit in and out 
is assured. 

Under this basic guarantee, the 
way is left open for individual 
nations to determine, by negotia- 
tion with one another, the terms 
under which passengers and freight 
will be carried. That process 
has already begun. While the 
conference was in progress, the 
State Department announced the 
United States had signed an 
agreement with Spain giving us 
rights in connection with an air- 
line into the Mediterranean. 


Merely an Assembly. 


But so much is left out. The 
Air Council to be set up under 
the agreement will be not a ju- 
dicial body with judicial powers, 
but an assembly of the delegates 
of sovereign nations, each dele- 
gate watching out jealously for 
its own national interests. There 
were idealists who came here 
hoping we had advanced to an- 
other stage of international co- 
operation. They had hoped that 
sovereignty would not get in the 
way of a truly international ac- 
cord. 

All the time the conferees have 
been meeting, a powerful lobby 
representing private air interests 
has been doing everything pos- 
sible to put obstacles in the way 
of any agreement at all. You! 
hear rumors of the money spent 


~ 


by this lobby. Its representatives 
have had the assistance of the 
‘isolationist Chicago Tribune in 
undermining the position of the 
American delegation. 
This lobby is not 100 per cent 
American. It has been aided and 
abetted by foreign groups that 
would also like to see no regu- 
lation whatsoever. Without regu- 


lation, they would be free to di- 
vide up the world’s air traffic 
between themselves. 

In other words, when things 


settled down and everybody for- 


got the idealistic talk about an 
international air agreement, they 
could form a cozy international 
air cartel.

HE zippy flavor, beautiful 
7 transparency and _ jewel-like 

texture of this aspic is sure to 
appeal anytime and anywhere, It 
can be arranged in your most at- 
tractive mold or in a flat pan 
which will permit cutting into 
neat squares or triangles. The 
grapefruit should be sectioned to 
obtain the interesting halfmoon 
shapes to suspend in the aspic. 
The seed in each ruby section of 
the pomegranate should be flipped 
out with a sharp pointed knife to 
make eating easier. The nuts will 
be most attractive in shape if they 
are sliced crosswise, If the pan or 
mold in which the salad is to be 
congealed is brushed with some 
sweet flavored salad oll before 
adding the cooled gelatine mixture 
the salad will be easily unmolded. 
Rubbing the mold with shortening 
will not work because it becomes 
solid when refrigerated and does 
not allow the mold to free itself 
from the sides. 


Grapefruit Nut Aspic. 


Three-fourths cup boiling water, 
one package orange gelatine, two 
medium grapefruit, three-fourths 
orange juice, one-half cup broken 
pecan or walnut meats if desired, 
one pomegranate, if available. 


Pour boiling water over gela- 
tine in bowl and stir until dis- 
solved. Allow to cool. Meanwhile, 
peel and section grapefruit. Add 
orange juice to the cooled gelatine 
mixture. Arrange grapefruit sec- 
tions and nuts in eight-inch oiled 
square pan (or other mold) and 
pour enough gelatine to cover the 
fruit. Allow to set. Pour remain- 
der of gelatine over fruit and 
sprinkle with tiny pomegranate 
sections and place in refrigerator 
to set. Unmold on crisp greens, 
and serve with mayonnaise if de- 
sired. Serves four to six. 


BREAKFAST: Cooked prunes 
with top milk, hot oatmeal, sau- 
sage patties, toast. 

LUNCHEON: Hot deviled eggs, 
tossed green salad with blue 
cheese dressing, bread, home- 
canned peach halves. 


Hot Deviled Eggs. 


Melt two tablespoons butter or 
margarine and blend in two table- 
spoons flour; gradually add one 
cup milk, stirring constantly until 
sauce boils and thickens. Add 
one-half teaspoon salt, two tea- 
spoons prepared mustard, one tea- 
spoon grated 2 one tablespoon 
catsup, dash of red pepper. Slice 
four hard- cooked eggs, and place 
on four slices of toast. Pour the 
deviled sauce over sliced eggs, gar- 
nish with parsley and serve hot. 

DINNER: Old-fashioned pork 
steaks with onions (brown floured 
pork steaks on top of the stove, 
add one cup water (or vegetable 
stock) and four medium onions, 
sliced, cover tightly and bake in 
oven at 350 degrees Fahrenheit 
until tender (about 40 minutes). 
Oven-friend potatoes, buttered 
broccoli, grapefruit nut aspic, 
bread, and applecrisp or apple 
betty for dessert. 


Reminder: Don't drain your 
vitamins down the sink; save the 
liquid from cooked and canned 
vegetables and store it in a jar in 
the refrigerator. Hardly a meal 
is cooked when water is not added 
to some item in braising meat, 
making gravies, sauces, etc., and 
each time this occurs use the vege- 
table juices you have saved. If a 
large amount accumulates, mix it 
with bouillon cubes or one of the 
meat extract pastes and heat for 
a delicious hot soup.

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Be Subtle With Rouge

AULTY application ef your 
3 rouge can rob your face ef all 

beauty, for there is nothing 
more repugnant than a painted 
look. Rouge should be applied to 
substitute for the youthful flush 
which has gone. It should never 
be obvious. 

If you use a cream rouge (which 
in my opinton can be blended 
more easily and natural looking 
than dry rouge), learn to apply it 
correctly. After your skin has 
been cleansed with cream and the 
foundation lotion or cream is ap- 
plied, take a spec of cream rouge 
on a finger tip and place it on 
or near the high part of your 
cheek bone. Then blend it out- 
ward and upward. No / rouge 
should pass a line on your cheek 
which if extended would divide 
your eye in half. 


For perfect placing of rouge, let 


this trick be your guide: When 
your face has just been washed 
and dried, pinch your cheeks on 
the cheekbone and watch where 
the blush extends. There is your 


natural rouge area. Another trick 


is to take a look at yourself in 


a mirror when you ‘blush. That 
indicates your natural color line. 
Cream rouge is always applied 
over your foundation cream, And 
only a sprinkling of face powder 
applied with fresh absorbent cot- 
ton should cover it. Thus you 
need only a little bit and thdt little 
bit will give your cheeks ‘color 
until it is removed by cream. 


I often have wondered why hard 
little puffs come with dry rouge, 
for dry rouge always should be 
applied with a piece of soft, fresh 
absorbent cotton. This is how to 
use it: Apply your powder Tounda- 
tion and r first layer of face 
powder. With the fresh cotton 
print on your dry rouge where you 
want it. With another piece of 
fresh cotton, blend it so no de- 
markation line exists. Lightly 
powder over rouge without rub- 
bing. 

Women who “scrub” on their 
rouge hastily with a hard puff go 
about with a painted, careless, 
false appearance. Better not use 
any rouge than to use it that way!

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New Ideas in 
Diagnasis o 
Tuberculosis

Tuberculosis Association. The in- 
come from the sale of these seals 
goes to promote the work which 
is making this disease disappear 
from our civilization. That it is 
actually doing this is abundantly 
proved by statistics. | 


It has been a long fight and 
there is a long continuous fight 
ahead of us for 50 years. But we 
have the guns and the means to 
gain the victory. We would like 
everybody to have the satisfaction 
of having a share: so buy the 
Christmas seals. They won't break 
2 If every home in America 

ught a dollar’s worth, it would 
go a long way. 

I say we have the guns, the 
means, the weapons now in our 
hands to eliminate the disease. 
The difficulties are that it takes 
time and that people are not alert 
to the possibilities of danger. 
What our present program re- 
quires is that every person who 
has tuberculosis must be detected, 
diagnosed and treated, That means 
that every person must be exam- 
ined. It is called the case-finding 
program, and, because it depends 
upon the entire co-operation of 
the populace. °

OUR IDEA OF the best way of 
diagnosis of tuberculosis have en- 
tirely changed in the last 25 years 
and today make up a much sim- 
pler procedure. Briefly, it is to 
take an X-ray of the chest. This, 
of course, detects only tubercu- 
losis in the lungs. Tuberculosis 
occurs in other organs, but it is 
only tuberculosis of the lungs that 
is the contagious form-—the 
spreader of the disease. So those 
are the cases we want to find. 

The story of diagnosis of tuber- 
culosis is a romantic chapter in 
the history of science. Only a lit- 
tle over 100 years ago, there was 
no objective way o renege 
its presence, All the doctors coul 
do was guess from symptoms. And 

ptoms are notoriously mis- 
leading in this disease. 


Then a young Austrian, named 
Auenbruegger, the son of an inn- 
keeper, remembered that his fa- 
ther used to slap his barrels of 
wine to tell how full they were. 
The chest is a good deal Iike a 
barrel, so Auenbruegger, when he 
became a doctor, slapped, tapped 
or percussed chests and could tell 
whether they were sound and air 
filled or infiltrated with solidifica- 
tions. That was the first step in 
objective diagnosis — something 
that could be determined by the 
physician himself.

THEN A YOUNG Frenchman, 
named Laennec, had the inspira- 
tion from seeing children in the 
park telegraphing pin scratches 
along a seesaw board, of rolling 
up a sheet of paper and putting 
one end on the chest of a patient 
and the other end to his ear. 
This resulted in the stethoscope, 
which detects plenty of objective 
signs in the chest and lungs. 

Then Koch, a country practi- 
tioner of Wollstein in East Prus- 
sia, found that by special staining 
methods one could detect the per- 
fectly characteristic germ of tu- 
berculosis in the sputum of the 
affected patient. 

All these methods are still use- 
ful and used, but they have some 
faults from the standpoint of tu- 
berculosis up to date. Briefly, the 
faults are that they detect late 
cases readily, early cases with un- 
certainty. Because the disease 
may be deep and be silent many 
cases are missed entirely. 

The X-ray of the chest makes 
the diagnosis with proper in- 
terpretation in nearly 100 per cent 
of cases. It can be done on large 
numbers of people rapidly with 
very little expense. For case find- 
ing in large groups it is by all 
means the best method, It is the 
major weapon of diagnosis in our 
grim warfare against this ancient 
enemy.

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He's Noted for Molasses and Poetry 


Uncle Fadey Created His Own Sorghum, but Time Made Him a Philosopher

NEW FLORENCE, Mo., Dec. 6. 
HEY call him Uncle Fadey the 
Molasses Man because he is the 
sugar cane grinder for the coun- 

tryside, but Thomas Lafayette 
Cardwell is more than that. He is 
a philosopher and poet. His philos- 
ophy and poetry are homespun 
because Uncle Fadey is that kind 
of a man. His outgivings of mo- 
lasses, wise sayings and poems are 
the expression of a full life well 
spent, for he is 83 years old. He 
has been running a sorghum mill 
for a Jong time, as his father ran 
one before him. In one way and 
another he has contributed more 
than his share of long sweetenin’ 
to his generation and he is still 
carrying on. 

About his odd name: When he 
was a boy he went, for some ob- 
scure reason, by his middle name, 
Lafayette. When he went to school 
the kids balked at calling him 
Lafayette and abridged it to Fate. 
In later years, with the mellowing 
of time and the emergence of a 
sweetness of character in keeping 
with his vocation, his neighbors 
changed it to Fatey and at last 
that was softened to Fadey. Uncle 
Fadey it is now. 

Out of Virginia in 1872 the Card- 
wells came and settled hereabouts. 
In the course of time Charles 
Cardwell, father of Thomas La- 
fayette, called Fate by then, set 
up a crude sorghum mill to grind 
his and his neighbors’ cane. When 
Fate was 21 he went to Central 
College at Fayette and stayed there 
three years, making it a point to 
find out all he could about cane 
growing and sorghum making, 
which wasn’t much because the 
book writers had not at that time 
discovered the food value of mo- 
lasses. When he came home he

‘took over his father’s sorghum 


mill and ran it several years. 

The county, though, needed a 
surveyor more than it needed a 
sorghum grinder. In 1892 he ran 
for the office and was elected. He 
sold the sorghum mill and for 34 
years he surveyed, re-elected time 
and again. 

Along about 1926 the food re- 
search boys got busy and discov- 
ered that sorghum was good for 
children and had its points for 
grownups because of its acid con- 
tent, which made it antidiabetic. 
The farmers listened and raised 
more cane. Uncle Fadey listened 
and decided it was a good time 
to get back in the sorghum game. 
The problem then, as always, was 
the elimination of impurities, im- 
perfectly accomplished by skim- 
ming. Fadey’s father had an idea 
how to perfect the process but he 
never got around to working it 
out. Fadey set up a modern mill 
and worked it out by installing 
an extra evaporating pan. It 
turned the trick. Fadey is not 
telling all about it. That is his 
secret. But it turns Out sorghum 
that is clean, pretty and bright. 
The words are his, spoken with 
the satisfaction of a true sorghum 
man. * 
ARTLY because of the experts’ 
approval and partly because of 
the clean, pretty and bright 
product that came from Fadey’s 
mill, the farmers went in for cane 
raising more than they had since 
the early days when molasses was a 
necessary réliance for sweetenin’, 
and business was good at Uncle 
Fadey’s mill. The farmers came 
from near and far with their cane 
and carried away their share of 
the molasses. That, under the 
share system that had always pre- 
vailed, was half of the product, 
the miller taking the other half 
as his pay. That was because 
money was searce and it was easier 
to pay on the shares. The mill 
owner, being a capitalist of sorts

WASHINGTON, Wednesday. 


WAS not able td be present yes- 
! terday afternoon at the first 

round-table discussion of the 
War Recreation Workers’ Associa- 
tion Institute, but I heard much of 
the second panel discussion under 
the leadership of Dr. Howard Y. 
McCluskey of the University of 
Michigan. The subject was “Com- 
munity Recreation Looks Toward 
the Postwar Period.” The general 
consensus of opinion seemed to be 
that there must continue to be co- 
ordination if we were to have 
proper recreational activities, and 
in many ways these activities 
must be widened in the postwar 
period. 

The final address, given by 
Mark A. McClusky, director of 
community war services, was on 
the subject of “The Challenge 
Ahead for Recreation Workers.” 
He pointed out that this might be 
one of the most exciting profes- 
sions in the world, having great 
influence on the young as well as 
the older people in all the com- 
munities of our country. But, he 
added, if the workers themselves 
looked upon it merely as a chance 
for a job, and considered it only 
from the point of view of salaries 
and hours and a way to earn a 
living, there would be very little 
chance that they would have the 
right influence in the communities 
in which they served. 


Dr. McCluskey expressed con- 
cern because he felt that not 
enough planning was being done 
for the 6 peo in junior 
high school, who, with the end of 
the, war, might become another 
“Igst generation.” I am not quite 
as pessimistic as he, because that 
could only happen if at the same 
time®we allowed a financial slump 
to occur like the one we had in 
the early 30s; and 1 think our ex- 
perience of that time will prevent 
any bad economic situation from 
gaining dangerous proportions and 
affecting our younger generation. 

Dr. Rosalie Slaughter Morton, 
distinguished surgeon, and a 
friend, Mrs. McKinley, came to tea, 
and we discussed questions relat- 
ing to the postwar period in

Europe. I am always very glad to 
find that the representatives of 
great women’s organizations are 
interested in talking over the con- 
ditions of the other countries of 
the world as they are going to 
face us at the end of the war.

One of 
his customers, more thrifty than 
most, when asked how he wanted 
to pay, said he would wait to 
decide until after the run-off to 
see how good it was. That was 
his privilege, Uncle Fadey said. 
The quality was good and the 
farmer chose to pay cash. 

Uncle Fadey, when customers 
come, takes pains to explain that, 
on account of the difficulty of 
getting gallon cans, the product 
is put up this year in 10-pound 
tins and the content is a pound 
and a half less than a gallon. 

In the grinding season Uncle 
Fadey’s sorghum mill lot is a busy 
Place, with cane piled high and 
farmers coming with loads any 
tarrying after unloading to talk 
with their neighbors. This season 
the mill’s output was 1240 Fal- 
lons,” which was not the biggest, 
for one year the run-off was 2800 
gallons. The daily output is 60 to 
80 gallons. He needs the help of 
five hands and he does his full 
share of the work. 

Not all farm children are agreed 
in their regard for molasses as a 
regular diet, but they are of one 
mind concerning the “foam” that 
is the by-product of the run, cher- 
ishing it for its light frothinegs 
and its delicious flavor. Farm 
wives put it to use in the making 
of gingerbread and sweet cakes.

When the day’s work is done he 
reads and writes pieces on scien- 
tific and religious subjects and 
funny stories out of his recollec- 
tions just for hig own amusement.

his wife, who share his home and 
look after him, are fine folks, he 
says, even if they are Republicans.

Fadey, that he wants to live as 
long as he can. He is happy be- 
cause he has good friends and 
good neighbors. Once, sitting at 
the end of the day in the glow of 
his reading lamp, he was moved to 
set down what he called his wish. 
“My one wish,” he wrote, “would 


‘be not for great riches or for 


worldly fame, but for good judg- 
ment in dealing with my fellow 
man I want to be understood 
and to understand other people. 
I want to know how to hold to an 
old friend, how to make a ‘friend 
out of an enemy, to say and do the 
right thing at the right time and 
to turn an angry controversy into 
a pleasant conversation.

I want to so live 
that when I am gone people can

From North’s 
point of view, it was dubious that 
11 tricks could be made at dia- 
monds, hence three no-trump 
seemed the only hope. 


It was all too ‘likely, however, 
that the opponents would open 
spades; so, to discourage that lead 
as much as he could, South risked 
a psychic bid in the suit. If he 
was dropped at that bid, he would 
probably take quite a few tricks, 
and since he would not stand a 
double, no catastrophe was in 
sight. As against that, if he got 
away with the bid, he might steal 
three no-trump. 


Actually, South almost did drop 
two spades, but looking to North 
for a strong hand because of his 
“reverse,” South stretched to rebid 
the no-trump. All this, of course, 
would have come to nothing if 
West had defiantly opened a spade 
and then ducked or East's first 
spade return, but as it happened, 
West was sufficiently impressed 
by the spade bid to try a heart 
lead and after that, the contract 
was “on ice.”
